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CLAIMS 

A method of treating an eye condition associated with 
angiogenesis in a human or animal comprising administering to 
said human or animal an angiogenesis inhibiting amount of EM- 
138, 
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The method of Claim 1 wherein the eye condition is selected from 
the group consisting of/ diabetic retinopathy, retinopathy of 
prematurity, corneal g/aft rejection, neovascular glaucoma, 
retrolental fibroplasia, Epidemic keratoconjunctivitis, Vitamin A 
deficiency, contact len/ overwear, atopic keratitis, superior limbic 
keratitis, pterygium keratitis sicca, myopia, Terrien's marginal 
degeneration, marigihal keratolysis, radial keratotomy, macular 
degeneration, po/t-laser complications, chronic retinal 
detachment; optic fits, hyperviscosity syndromes, chronic uveitis, 
chronic vitritis, dcular neovascular disease, age-related macular 
degeneration, pr/sumed ocular histoplasmosis, infections causing 
retinitis or choroiditis, proliferative vitreoretinopathy, scleritis, 
Eales' disease JBest's disease, and trachoma. 

The method/of Claim 1 wherein the amount administered is 
between approximately 0.1 and approximately 300 mg/kg/day. 
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The method of Claim 3 wherein the amount Administered is 
between approximately 0.5 and approximately 5y mg/kg/day. 

The method of Claim 4 wherein the amount administered is 
between approximately 1 and approximately/10 mg/kg/day. 

The method of Claim 1 wherein the compound is administered in 
the form of a tablet or capsule. 

The method of Claim 1 wherein the iypLefad is administered in 
the form of a lozenge, a cachet, a^oVtion, a suspension, an 
emulsion, a powder, an aerosol, I suppository, a spray, a 
pastille,an ointment, a cream, a paste/a foam, a gel, a tamport, or 
a pessary. 

The method of Claim 1 wherein the administration is oral, 
parenteral, transdermal, or topical!. 

The method of Claim 1 wherein/ the administration is sublingual, 
buccal, rectal, vaginal, or nasal.
